The first meeting of the board of | tn 
the Mountain View Health Unit No. 
7 was held in Didsbury on Thurs- 
day, November 29, and those pres: | 
ent included C, Fox, Crossfield; T. 
Miller, Olds; W. H. Metz, Didsbury: 
D. Gillan, Bowness; Dr. Baster, di- 
rector of rural health units, Ed- 
monton; Dr. F. J. Lishman, M.O.H., 
and Ed Klinck, Didsbury. 

The quarterly report of the Rose- 
bud Health Unit was read and dis- 
cussed before new business was 
commenced, 

The budget for April 1, 1952 to 
March 31, 1953 was drawn up and 
the sum of $40,727 will be needed 
to operate the Unit for the year. 
Of this amount the provincial gov- 
ernment will contribute 60 per cent 
and the districts 40 per cent. 

Cost per head to operate Moun: 
tain View Health Unit for the year 
figures out at $1.36, and the dist- 
rict's share of this is 54de, 

Lease of a building to house the 
office at Bowness was approved by | 
the Board, as well as the pure hase | 
of a refrigerator to keep vaccines. 

Approval of the addition to the 
staff of Miss Mozley as stenograph.- 
er-technician for the Bowness office 
was also given by the Board. 

A communication from the Town 
of Bowness asked that Dr. Lishman 
be appointed as town medical of- 
ficer of health, and this was agreed 
to by the Board. 

C. Fox and W. H. Metz were ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange , 
satisfactory liability insurance for 
the Unit.

Wilf Carter Featured 
In Macleans Magazine 


Wilf Carter, the singing cowboy, 
who considers Calgary his home 
town, is credited with making more 
records than any man alive includ- 
ing Bing Crosby. 

In the December issue of rd 

| 


lean’'s Magazine, June Callwood 
tells the slow-but-sure success story 
of Carter who rode the range in Al- 
berta long before he lassoed him- 
self more than a million cowboy- 
music fans in Canada, 
and the United States. 

The first time he rode a boxcar to 
the Prairies he was thirteen, He} 
found he was too small for cowboy 
deeds so he went back home. But 
in 1924, Miss Callwood writes, at 23, 
he again went west, this time to 
Stay. | 

Carter imitated Pete Knight, a 
Calgary Stampede world’s cham. | 
pion in two songs, “Pete Knight 
King of the Cowboys” and Pete 
Knight's Last Ride.” Thanks to 
Knight he became one of the best, 
eardowners in the business, and 
they rode the rodeo circuit together, 

The first time he applied for a 
radio job the Calgary station mana- 
ger who listened to him told him to 
return to the prairie, Miss Callwood 
reports. He was a cowhand for sev- 
eral years, 

Shortly after Carter moved to 
New York in 1934 he was drawing 
more fan mail than anyone on CBS, 
which broadcasts his program to 
more then 250 stations. ‘Today, 
writes Maclean's, he makes $25,000 
a year,

ON CIVIL DEFENCE 


(By Mrs. H. Lyncii-Staurvon) 


ARTICLE IX 

Atomic bombs may be exploded 
on the ground, under water, or in 
the air. The airburst explosion 
causes more Widespread, though 
less severe, damage than the oth- 
ers, and was used against Hiroshi- 
ma and Nagasaki, 

The bombs were dropped from an 
aircraft and were timed to explode 
about 2000 feet above the targets, 
When they exploded, a ball of fire 
illuminated the sky and gave oft 
a dazzling flash of light and a 
scortehing wave of heat, Various 
radioactivity rays Were emitted 
and reached the target instantly, 
followed by a terrific blast, 

The point directly below the ex- 
plosion is called ground zero, The 
blast enveloped and crushed houses 
within a radius of one mile ol 
ground zero, and caused lesser da- 
mage to buildings up to 2's miles 
away, The direct effects of the blast 
on persons unless they were very 
close to ground zero Were less than 
one might expect, Most of those in- 
jured were of a secondary nature 
and caused by falling masonry, fly- 
ing debris, and broken glass. 

A large percentage of the casual. 
ties and injured could have been 
avoided if the people of these two 
cities had known what to do,

FIRE PRECAUTIONS 


A.E. Bridges, Provincial Fire 
ial appeal to householders in which 
he listed some fire precaution re. 
minders. 

Mr. Bridges asked parents not to 
leave their children alone in the 
home because of the danger of fire. 
Also, special care should be taken 
to ascertain that all heating appar. 
atus is safe, Recent fires reported 
showed that poorly installed and 
overheated stoves and pipes had led 
to fires, and where loss of life had 
occurred, this had been due to 
children being left alone. 

“It isn't possible for the provin- 
cial fire inspection staff to visit all 
homes and point out conditions that | 
are likely to cause fires,” Bridges 
said. “But we and the municipal 
fire services make available jn- 
formation on fire prevention. 

He listed the following precau- 
tions. 

1. Stoves burning solid or liquid 
fuel should be installed 18 inches 
from any frame wall. If closer, the 
wall can be protected by a bright 
metal reflector, 
out from the wall and extending 
beyond the stove on each side, A 
stove should never be closer than | 
six inches to a wall even with pro- 
tection, 

2. Stovepipes should be vented 
directly into the chimney and be 
nine inches clear of frame parti- 
tions and 18 inches from the ceil- 
ing. 

3. Extra precautions must be tak. 
en when walls or ceilings of 
rooms are of an easily inflammable

The recent Weed Control Confer- 
ence held in Vancouver was Very 
interesting. This is an annual af- 
fair and is always held in one of 
the four Western Provinces, It is 
a time when the agriculture experts 
from experimental stations and 
representatives from the companies 
who manufacture the herbicides 
and various chemical preparations, 
get together to disclose their find- 
ings and information. Men were 
there from the numerous experi- 
mental stations across Canada and 
also from some parts of the United 
States. This conference is the 
“Fountain Head" of the latest in- 
formation on weed control, and 
gives one an opportunity to discuss 


1{ any problem with the best experts 


in the business. One interesting 
fact that we were suspicious of was 
confirmed at this conference, Oats 
can be easily injured if treated at 
the wrong stage. It is considered 
unsafe to use 2,4-D on oats at any 
jtime during a two week period 
} starting, 15 days after emergence, 
land continuing for 15 days. In oth- 
er words treat oats before it has 
reached a height of 6 inches, or, 
not until it has attained a height of 
12 to 15 inches, In between these 
periods it is the most dangerous so 
}far as injuring the crop is concern- 
fed. Science has perfected new 
ichemicals other than 2.4-D_ for 
specialized weed control, It is amaz- 
ing what can now be accomplished 
; With these new chemicals in agri- 
culture.

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COYOTE CONTROL 


Over 3000 cyanide guns have 
been issued to date to municipal 
units under the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture’s coyote control poli- 
cy. OS. Longman, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, advises that up to 
November lst, 23 municipalities, 3 
special areas and 3 improvement 
districts have already adopted the 
policy. Although harvest conditions 
retarded the program in many 
areas, eight of the co-operating 
municipalities had already set guns 
and 156 coyotes had been killed as 
a result. 

Mr. Longman urges municipali- 
ties enrolled under the policy to 
put their control program into ef- 
fect with as little delay as possible, 
and suggests that others give 
prompt consideration to establish- 
ing this control measure in their 
areas, A patchwork approach to the 
control of coyotes cannot be as ef- 
fective as a policy that gives com- 
plete coverage, he said. Mr. Long. 
man advises that 6000 cyanide guns 
are still available for immediate 
distribution by the Department to 
co-operating municipalities.
